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Two Deans Resign,

Since the end of the spring semester. 
Dr. Lyle Cook, dean of the College of 
Sciences, and Dr. Ann McLaurin, dean of 
the College of Liberal Arts, resigned as 
dean of their respective colleges. 
Currently, there are no applicants for either 
vacancy. Also, Dr. Vince Marsala 
appointed Dr. Stuart E. Mills provost and 
vice chancellor for Academic Affairs in 
August. 

With Mills’ appointment as provost, he 
resigned from his seal on the faculty sen¬ 
ate. As a result of the election Sept.2, 
Lany Anderson will complete the remain¬ 
ing one year left on Mills' term. 

Mills joined LSUS in 1973 as a profes¬ 
sor in the department of mathematics. He 
became chair of the department in 1986 
and served in that position through 1994, 
In July 1995, Mills was appointed interim 
provost. Since August 1994, Mills served 
as associate vice chancellor for Planning 
and Institutional Research. He has served 
as interim provost and vice chancellor for 
academic affairs since July 1995. 

McLaurin’s resignation went into effect 


on Sept. I, She has since become director 
of the Civil Leadership Center. McLaurin 
has been instrumental in the start of that 
program, as well as its expansion. 

“There are no official applicants as of 
yet," says Assistant Dean Merrcll 
Knighton, 

Mills requested at a recent faculty 
meeting that the members of the college 
give him input on how they want to con¬ 
duct the search for the dean openings. 

“We will either look off campus or do 
an internal search like the College of 
Business did,” says Knighten. Each col¬ 
lege will let Mills know how to conduct 
the search. 

Cook announced his resignation as the 
dean of the College of Sciences and as 
associate professor of mathematics, effec¬ 
tive in July. Cook has been appointed vice 
president of Academic Affairs at Black 
Hills State University in South Dakota. 

Dr. Alfred McKinney, chair of the com¬ 
puter sciences department, has been 
named assistant dean of the college of sci¬ 
ences. According to Cathey Graham, 
director of Information Services, "No 
search for the College of Sciences has 
been started ” 


Provost Named 


Martin E. Albritton, Jr. has been 
named vice chancellor for 
Development at LSUS, effective Sept. 
18. Albritton served as the Director of 
Alumni Affairs at the University of 
New Orleans since April 1989. 

In addition. Dr. Carlos Spaht has 
been named interim chair of the depart¬ 
ment of mathematics. Spaht has been 
with LSUS for over 25 years, 

There were only two applications 
submitted for the interim chair position. 
Unlike department chairs, whose terms 
last three years, interim chairs serve 
one year or less. 

Dr. Robert Fraga resigned as chair of 
the department of mathematics last 
July, leaving the position vacant.

LSUS Professor involved in 
Supreme Court case

A LSUS professor will be missing 
a couple of weeks of classes this 
semester. It is not due to some dire 
illness or even a greatly extended 
Labor Day vacation. He will be in 
Washington, DC., helping to prepare 
a defense for the Bossier Parish 
School Board, which is involved in a 
supreme court case with the Justice 
Department. 

Gary Joiner, a history professor 
and legal mapper, left for 
Washington on last Thursday to pro¬ 
vide information to lawyers that are 
defending the school board’s current 
voting districts. The layout of the 
districts is being challenged by the 
Justice Department, which seeks to 
implement a plan created, for 
Bossier Parish, by the Washington 
bureau of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People. “They want to do (a plan) 
that would wreak havoc with the 
whole election system,” Joiner said. 
He says that this new plan would cre¬ 


ate an additional 65 precincts. Each 
of those precincts would have to 
have voting machines and commis¬ 
sioners. The cost, according to 
Joiner, would almost “break the 
school board.” 

The school board called on Joiner, 
because, in addition to building the 
present voting districts plan for the 
school board and the Bossier Parish 
Police Jury, he has delivered expert 
testimony in several voting rights 
cases. Joiner’s testimony comes 
from his work as a Cadastral 
Cartographer (legal mapping). 
According to Joiner, it is basically 
the “combination of demographics 
and working with maps put out by 
the Bureau of the Census.” 

This skill also allows Joiner to 
work on other projects, like the 
Caddo and Bossier Parish boundary 
dispute and strategic analysis for 
companies coming to the area He is 
also working on identifying possible 
historic sites in the Red River Valley, 
and along with the Red River 
Regional Studies center, and some 
LSUS students, will be mapping

Vicksburg on computer, for the 
National Parks System this year. 

“It’s sort of A-typical thing for 
your history teacher to do Joiner 
said, “but it is what I specialize in. ,.

Proficiency Exam should 
be taken Sophomore Year

Have you taken the Academic Proficiency Examination adminis¬ 
tered by LSUS? The exam, which is administered each semester, 
must be taken by all students prior to graduation. Covering reading, 
writing, and math, the test is a comprehensive exam to insure stu¬ 
dents meet minimum education requirements. The test has been 
administered since 1986 when the Board of Regents issued educa¬ 
tion requirements to all Louisiana colleges. 

Ideally, the exam should be taken during your sophomore year at 
LSUS, but may be taken at any time prior to graduation. Dr. 
Wilhelmi, Interim Associate Vice Chancellor for Academic Affairs, 
recommends students take English 115 or higher and Math 12i or 
higher before signing up to take the exam. These courses will pre¬ 
pare the student for the material on the exam. A study guide is also 
available when you sign up for the exam. 

“Don’t stress out about the exam,” says Angela Draper, LSUS stu¬ 
dent. “It mostly just tests the basics.” While most students wait until 
their senior year to take the exam. Draper recommends students take 
it early. “If you take it early, you will have time to retake the test if 
you don’t do well.” 

The next scheduled examination is Oct. 5, at LSUS from 8a, m- 
lp.m. You can pick up a registration form at the cashier’s desk in 
the Administration Building. A study guide is included with the reg¬ 
istration forms. The cost is $15.

Since the last 
issue back in spring, pilot sports has pro¬ 
duced a myriad of exciting develop¬ 
ments which will change the way the 
game is played around here, A new con¬ 
ference, new recruits, and athletic schol¬ 
arships are just some of the happenings 
that will shape the 1996-97 season. 

Here is a time line of the events that 
have occurred since our last issue; 

April 6-LSUS freshman Lany Hall was 
named Freshman of the Year and also 
named to the All-Louisiana Collegiate 
Basketball Second Team selected by the 
Louisiana Sports Writers Association. 
Hall make Pilot history, as he was the 
first Pitot to earn All-Louisiana Honors. 
The award topped off a stellar freshman 
campaign in which he averaged 27.5 
points ans 11.2 rebounds per game. 

Hall moved to the center from his nat¬ 
ural position and shattered numerous 
school records while leading the Pilots 
to their first playoff victory; a blowout 
win over Southwest Adventist college. 
He was the NAIAs third leading scorer 
and ninth leading rebounder. Hall set 
school records for; Most Points in a 
Game-43; Most Points in a Season-714; 
Most Rebounds in a Season-293; Field 
Goals made in a Season-280; among 
others. Although there w as much specu¬ 
lation as to whether or not he would 
return. Hall is back for his sophomore 
season.

April 24-The Big State Conference 
voted unanimously to allow LSUS into 
the conference at their Spring Meeting. 
LSUS is the lone conference member 
outside oaf Texas. The charter members 
are Ambassador University of Big 
Sandy, Letoumeau University of 
Longview, Jarvis Christian of Hawkins, 
Wiley College of Marshall, and Hutson- 
Ti liaison University of Austin. 
Southwest Adventist College of Keene, 
Texas also entered the conference. 

The Big State Conference competes 
in NAIA Division I, which offers schol¬ 
arships in aU sports. LSUS will be eligi¬ 
ble for conference championships in 
their first year of competition and will 
compete in baseball and men’s and 
women’s basketball, LSUS will be 
offering partial athletic scholarships in 
this season. 

This ends LSUS’s existence as a 
NAIA Division I, which had gone on for 
the previous six years. East Texas 
Baptist University and Houston Baptist 
University moved to NCAA Division II 
paving the way for LSUS’s membership. 

Apnl 24-The Pilots continued building 
for another playoff run, signing players 
from throughout Texas and Louisiana to 
add nine players to their roster for the 
upcoming season. 

Eric Brewerton, a transfer from 
Trinity Valley Community college, aver¬ 
aged 14 pints a game. The 5’8" guard, a 
junior is the young team’s elder states¬ 
man. 

Robert Harper, a 6 "3” forward, aver¬

Jacob Aldridge comes by way of 
Texas High, where the 6*4” forward 
averaged 11 points and 83 rebounds a 
game. Aldridge was named First Team 
All-District for his accomplishments. 

Dw r ayne Archangel of Jeanerette 
High averaged 15 points and 9 rebounds, 
and earned All-District as Jeanerette 
won the District Championship. The 
6’4” forward was a two-sport star, as he 
also played for Jeanerette"s State 
Champion Baseball team. 

Joshua Gartners guard play powered 
Bonnabel to a 22-6 record and two con¬ 
secutive District Championships. 
Gamier, an All-District player, averaged 
14.2 points and 8 rebounds a game. 

Leon Gex brings four years of start¬ 
ing experience and defensive skills into 
the mix. The forward averaged 5.2 
points a game, 6 assists and 3 steals at 
Chaim ette, earning All-Parish and All- 
District honors. 

Saline s Jared Madden, a coach’s son, 
has the sport in his genes. The 6’4” for¬ 
ward averaged 13.5 points and 8.6 
rebounds as Saline High became a fix¬
